V^ILLIAM BOTHV'fELL, Department Supervisor, American Cyanamid Company, 
stated that he knew BLACK as a fellow employee approximately twenty years ago. 

He recalled that on occasion; he had heard that BLACK had engaged in discussions 
with fellow workers, during which BLACK generally spoke in favor of atheism. 
B0TH’..’£11 stated that this was "second-hand" information as far as he was con- 
cerned and that ho, himself, never heard BLACK engage' in such discussions. 

BOTHWELL also reported that he knew nothing concerning BLACK'S

DZIEDZIC -stated that he first met THOI-IAS L. BLACK at the National . 
Oil Products Company where DZIEDZIC served as an assistant bacteriologist under 
BLACK in that co-mpany's laboratory for six or seven months* He related that ho 


befriended BL'^.CK chiefly because he felt sorry for him. In this regard^ie 
sta^^that BL/'.Cl^ had very few close friends and appeared to be

DZIEIJZIC stated that at no time during his acquaintance with BL/.CK did 
ho have any rea-son to question his activities.

SEGESSEMAN^J stated that he met THOMAS L. BLACK in approximately 1929> 
during the t:' • '’ACK was employed by Holbrook Manufacturing Company, Jersey 
City, New J Subsequently, he roomed vdth BLACK for approximately 

seven months in Jersey City, Nerf Jersey, and then shared an a partment with him 
at 55 Oxford Street, Newark, Nevr Jersey. ■ It is noted that the latter address 
is part of the Chcllis Austin Apartment project of the Prudential Life Insurance . 
Company, - ..... 

SBGES3EI-yiNI4 advised that in approximately 1933, BLACK obtained a 
position in the laboratory of National Oil Products Company, Harrison, New 
Jersey, largely through SEGSSSS-O’.h'N'S efforts, vrfio was then eilso employed by 
that firm, SBGESSEMiVIN advised that HARRY GOLD made frequent visits to the 
Oxford Street apartment, ostensibly to gain knoi-rledge and "know-how” from 
BL'tCK concerning the chemist position at Holbrook l^ufacturing Company, in 
\yhich job GOLD succeeded BLAOT, He advised that he has no knowledge vdiere or

SEGESSBi!ANN volunteered that BLACK had told him that he had been a 
member of the Communist Party in Jersey City, New Jersey, during the early 
1930's, placing the period as some time aroimd 1933 or 193U* He said that 
BLACK was not an aggressive member, but attended meetings regularly and that - 
on one occasion BLACK delivered the "Daily Vforker." It is to be noted that • 
the "Daily rforker" is an East-Coast Communist newspaper* ■ 

According to SBGESSB?ANN, BLACK was acquainted with Communist Party 
members in 'and aroxind Jersey City and Newark,- New Jersey, but the identity 
of these people is unknovm to SEGESSEWANN, 

SBGESS04ANN expressed the belief that BLACK first broke with the 
Communist Party vhen that organization asked BLACK to form a Communist cell at 
National Oil Products Company, BLACK refused to do this, SEGESSElfANN said, ■ 
and that to his knowledge, BLACK'S final break with the Communist Party came 
at the time of the. Russo-German Pact prior to Yiorld War II. It was SBQESSEMANN's 
Impression that BLACK became disgusted with the Communist Party at the signing 
of this Pact, SEGESSEVANN added that diiring the period BLACK was associated 
with the Communist Party, he gained the impression that BLACK favored the 
Russian form of government. . ' . 

SBGESSB^NN advised that BUCK became a Socialist of the NORMAN 
THOMAS School after leaving the Communist Party, and on one occasion, he re- 
marked to SEGESSB/ANN that he was a Socialist and not a Marxist* SEGESSEMANN 
stated also that BUCK has been a professed atheist since he has known him. 

SBGESSe^ANN stated that he did not believe that BUCK would betray his 
country or com mit acts of espionage inasmuch as he considered BUCK to be a 

reason, SEGFSSFTMNN thought that BUCK would not 
dare to commit such acts. Ho added that money was apparently of no Interest 
to BLACK and that he was a good-natured, likable sort of fellow. He stated that 
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BL/.CK'S first interest was in his work in the field of chemistry and bacte- 
riology, with a side interest in photography in \dilch he had considerable knowl- , 
edge and experience. He said that BL/.CK had studied all phases of 
photogra^y, including color owl microphotography, the latter being 'a subject

SEGESSEM/UN stated that he never gained the impression that BL/^CK 
engaged in ary form of susplciovis or Illegal activities, and he was never aware 
that BL/.CK kept any papers or material of an unauthorized nature in the apart-, 
ment. Ho further stated that he has no knowledge of HARRT GOLD asking for or 
receiving any information from BL/.CK except in regard to the job GOLD took 
over from BL/.CK at the Holbrook ^i^J^ufactvlring Company, He added that he has 
no knowledge of BU.CK having any acquaintance .or association with anyone of * |

DITTi'/J^ has been engaged in the water- conditioning business for many years in 
northern New Jersey, and that he analyses the sediment or corrosive content 
of boiler water in variovis industrial plants, thereafter procuring the proper T 
ohemical formulc to be added as a pnjvcntivc, PASS informed that DITTM/JI 
is not associated with tb: Spruce Chemical Company, as a partner,' but had been 
placed in touch with PASS and BL/.CK through an old friend, ERNEST SBGESSEJiANNi 
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- 'y According to PASS, the Spruce Chemical Company, which had been prei 
viously located in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, moved to Paterson, New Jersey,', 
in order ,to handle the DITTMAN orders more expeditiously* , 

PASS said that the premises of the Spruce Chemical Company at 177 . 

East Railway Avenue, Paterson, New Jersey, were' rented from GOTTFRIED ZIEGLER, 
and that office space was provided for DITTMAN, who previously had operated fran 
his home at 63 Main Street, Garfield, New Jersey. He stated that aside from 
the fact that the Spruce Chemical Company is dependent upon DITTMAN 's business 
for its activity and that DITTMAN operates from 177 East Railway Avenue, no 
part of the Spruce Chemical Company is owned by him, 

PASS advised that BLACK had admitted being a member of the Communist • 
Party in the early 1930*3, subsequently breaking with the organization to become 
a member of the Socialist Workers Party, He stated that BLACK also told him of 
having later broken with the Socialist Workers Party, but ‘that all of this • 
occurred before he knew BLACK. PASS stated that he, himself, is not and never 
has been a Communist Party member or a Communist sympathizer* 

GOTTFRIED ZIEGLEH, 535 Lexington Avenue, Clifton, New Jersey, was 
interviewed on June 16, 1950, by Special Agents PAUL F, DINSMOHE and ALFRED R.' 
JOlffiS. 

ZIEGLER advised that he first became acquainted with THOMAS L. BLACK 
and JACOB I. PASS in early 1950, through PAUL A, DITTMAN. He stated that BLACK 
and PASS were then interested in procuring a building in Paterson, New Jersey, 
in which to set up a chemical company.. According to ZIEGLER, it was agreed 
that ZIEGLER would build a suitable structure on his property at 177 East 
Railway Avenue, Paterson, New Jersey, and rent it to BLACK and PASS. ZIEGLER 
advised that he has no knowledge of the outside activities or associates of 
BLACK or PASS, although he is well acquainted with DITTMAN, who vouched for 
their reliability, 

ZIEGLER stated that during the time he was constructing the building 
In Paterson, New Jersey, he spoke to PASS on many occasions, but that to the 
best of his knowledge, encountered BLACK at the building on three occasions ■ 
5nly. He informed that he has never worked for DITTMAN or for the Spruce 
yhemical Company and his only relation with the latter is in the capacity of 
a landlord. ZIEGLER stated that from what he can ascertain from his 
acquaintance with DITTMAN, he believes that DITHiAN is entirely lo 3 ral to the 
United States, He added that he is not sufficiently acquainted with PASS 
and BLACK to comment regarding their loyalty*

Sho stated that she had heard rumors to the effect that BLACK kept expensive 
cameras and valuable books in his apartment as a result of which, he was esc* 
tremcly reluctant to allow people to enter his apartment.. * ' * . 
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Detective WILLIA>i KNOLLES, Newark, New Jersey Police Department, 
advised that he had lived in the same apartment building with BLACK on Oxford 
Street for inai>y years, but at ho time was he given any reason to question his 
loyalty to the United States, He recalled that BLACK had been employed by the 
National Oil Products Company, that he was a chemist, and that after leaving 
the apartment on Oxford Street, had gone to Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 


Jlrs. MARGARET CULLEW, Clerk, Renting Office, Qiellis Austin Apartments, 
advised that she vias sli^tly acquainted with the subject, ccxiaiderlng him 
to be a rather eccentric individual v/ho kept strange pets in his apartment, and 
who seldom was friendly with other tenants. Mrs. CULLEN stated that, based oh 
a very limitc*d acquaintance, she had no reason to question BLACK’S - loyalty to 
the United States. 

Mrs. BETTY KENNEEJY, 55 Oxford Street, Unit 1, Apartment &»2, advised 
that she has been employed in the renting office of the Chellis Austin Apart- 
ments for fifteen years and recalls the subject as having been a tenant for many 
years. Mrs. KMNEDY stated that she was only slightly acquainted with BIACK . 
and that he was a quiet, reserved individual >dio did not seek to cultivate 
friendships with the other tenants, 

EDWARD DIWDEM, Maintenance Engineer, Chellis Austin Apartments, advised 
that he has been onployed as an engineer in these apartments for approximately 
ten years and had met the subject on several occasions. He stated that the 
subject had never said anything or done anything in his presence vhich would 
indicate that he was other than a loyal American citizen. From his limited 
contact with the subject, DRYDEJI expressed the opinion that BLACK was a "happy- 
go-lucky fcllov/" who did not bother anyone and gave the impression that he woul( . 
rather bo left alone. * . :

IRVING SIEGEL, proprietor of the Prudential Delicatessen, 52 Fleming 
.Street, Newark, New Jersey, advised that he hos been the proprietor of this 
store for approximately ten yearn and that the subject had patronized his store 
many times during this period. SIEGEL stated that he considered the subject 
to be an eccentric individual because of the strange pets he kept ih his apart- 
ment such as, white rats, birds, and snakes. SIEGEL concluded by stating that 
he Was not intimately associated with the subject because the latter had, on 
most occasions, kept to himself and did not react favorably to friendly approaches* 
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BQIJAl-HN LEVITT, proprietor of Lovitt’s Drugstore, Fleming and 
Lexington Streets, Nen-fark, New Jersey, recalled that the subject had lived in 
the near-by Qicllis Austin Apartments for many years* He stated that BLAOC 
was a quiet individual who never gave any reason to question his loy^ty to the 
United States. LEVITT added that he knew of no personal acquaintances of the 
subject other than one ERNEST SEGESSB4ANN idio shared an apartment with BLACK 
many years ago. He added that both men were quiet and well behaved.

KEIUEDY and ORA E. MULLEJAX, on June 19, 1950, 

EUGEJE R. SMALLEY, 1204 Elm Avenue, West Collingswood, New Jersey, 
advised that he first met TH07-I/^ L. BLACK approximately one year ago, when be, 
SMALLEY, v/as employed in the Philadeli^iia, Pennsylvania, area as a Technical 
Field Representative of Kev/port Industries, 230 Park Avenue, New York, New York* 
He remarked that BLACK had contacted him relative to an idea BLACK had developed 
on the production of Tall Oil Ester. S^iALLEY stated that he examined notes on 
BLACK'S idea and directed BLACK to his superiors in Newport Industries who • 
negotiated with BLACK relative to the purchase of this idea. , 


Sil/.LLEY stated that since he met BLACK, he had been in contact^ with ' 
him on the .average of about tvdee a month and that he had o/ten. met JAOfl^ PASSj 
who is associated with BLACK in the operation of the Spruce Chemical Cosqjany* • 
He advised that it was his understanding that PASS had assisted BLACK in the 
development of the idea in the production of Tall Oil Ester, 


SiiMJEY advised that his contact with BLACK had been principally on 
a business and professional basis and that he could furnish no information 
relative to BL/.CK'S background. He related that in December, 1949, BLACK h£ui 
asked him to become a member of the Franklin Institute in Philadelphia, Peniisyl- 
vania, and had mentioned that this membership would entitle him to access to 
the Technical Library of the Institute, SKi'.LLEY stated that he knew BLACK had 
spent considerable time in the Library of the Franklin Institute, and knew 
that the membership was composed principally of technical men. SM/iLLEY recalled 
that when BL/.CK mentioned this to him, he had the idea that it was a member- 
ship drive bedng conducted by the Institute at that time, SMALLEY added that he 
did not become a member of the Franklin Institute* . • ’ 


Sf-iALLEY expressed the opinion that all of BLACK'S activities were 
motivated by his interest in chemistry end that he never had any reason to doubt 
BL/.CK 'S loyalty to the United States* . • ^ '■ ‘ ■ 


•Dr, BERNARD O'OONTOH, 314 North Fourth Street, Harrison, New Jersey, 
advised Special Agent LjOUIS G. TUfil'IER on June 15, 1950, that he. recalled treating 
BLACK at the West Hudson Hospital, Kearny, New Jersey, in approximately 1938,- for 
severe bums Which BlAiCK had received in an explosion in the laboratory of the 
National Oil Products Company,

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Dr. O'CONNOR stated that his contact vdth BLACK was pui*ely professlonaX 
and that he never had any knowledge of BL/iCK'S personal activities, visitors, 
or friends. Ho added that he has had no contact vdth BLACK since the latter, 
vrtis discharged from the hospital upon completion of treatments.

Jersey, with offices in New York City. He stated that FINE ORGANICS had been 
shaky financially and that SBGESSSMANN had loaned considerable funds to 
nCHOLAS head of MOIKAR LABORATORIES, and later HNE ORGANICS, INC. 

ROBINSON stated that SBGESSSI-lAl^N became associated with the firm full time - 
in order to protect his investment and assisted in bringing the firm to a 
stable and successful basis. ROBINSON explained that FINE ORGANICS, INC. has. * 
been engaged in making extracts of chaulmoogra oil for the control of lepro^, 
liquid germicides for the l-Iedical Department of the Aitny, and anti-oxidents, 
in tiMch work they held Government contracts during World War II. . 


ROBINSON stated that he has no reason to suspect the loyalty of ' 
SEGESSiEMAlS^ but added that he did not know him well enou^ to comment con- 
clusively in this regard. He stated that SEGSSSMANN was the only person at 
NATIONAL OIL PROIUCTS vho appeared to be a close personal acquaintance of 
THOrAAS L. BLACK. 


During interview by Special Agents M. O'CONNOR and REGINALD C.- 

VINCENT, ESl^EST SEGESSS-iANN advised that he met OHCMAS BLACK through CLIFFORD 
HEVENOR, ■ a fellow worker with SEGESSHiANN at NATIONAL OIL PRODUCTS COMPANY in . 
Harrison, New Jersey. He stated that BLACK and HEVENOR had attended 
Pennavl^ nia State College together and he beli eved furthe r that BLACK had 
been He stated that 

after meeting BLACK in approximately 1929 he subsequently roomed together with 
BLACK and HEVENOR at an unknown address on Sip Avenue, Jersey City, New Jersey, 
for approximately seven months. SEGESSIMANN informed that he has no knowledge 
of any activity of BLACK' s in connection with the SOCIALIST WORKERS PARTY and 
specifically stated that he was certain BLACK had never made a trip to Chicagp 
for the purpose of attending an SWP convention or otherwise. ■ 


With regard to CLIFFORD HEVENOR, SEGESS01ANN believed he had been 
much opposed to BLACK' s Communist ideas but that BLACK never tried to change 
his mind. He expressed the belief that HEVIHOR left the NATIONAL OIL PROIUCTS 
COMPANY in 1936 to work for the ATLAS REFINERY in Newark. SEGESSEMANN described 
HEVENOR as being a nega^ve or backward type of person. 


As to himself, SDGESS&AANN said that in the beginning BLACK sounded 
him out as to his political views and ideology and on finding him opposed to 
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his ofeTi* made no further effort to discuss politics. /

As to other acquaintances of BIACSC* s. SEGESSIMANN advised that ‘ '

place there. He informed that HELLER v;as then employed by the PELINSYLVANIA

The only other individual SEOESS&IAHN could suggest who was alao 
associated with BLACK, other than the regular eoployees of NATIONAL OIL

into black's apartment during the period of BLACK'S hospitalization in 193S. '

SEGSSSQiABN was questioned several times concerning apy trips made • 
by BLACK to Chicago and he advised it would have been virtually impossible

During the course of the interview, SEGESSIKANN voluntarily con- 
sented to a search of any photographs and pepers he might have in order to 
make doubly certain that he has no material in his possession pertaining to 
BLACK. In line with this, a Waiver of Search Wcis secured from SiX^)SS3iAHI7 . 
and with his cooperation the Agents searched the SEGESSDIAM home at 165 
Tv;elfth Street, Vfood-Ridge, New Jersey. During the course of the search ho 
material of any kind pertaining to BLACK or other known associates of BLACK'S., 
was noticed. In this connection, it was noted that there was very little 
correspondence in the SBGESSBiANN home althou^ he vas in possession' of 
hundreds of photographs, most of which were of the post card variety, chiefly 
concerning his several trips to Europe. .

ZIECLEH who had no business interest in the operation of the SPRUCE CKQ4ICAL 
COliPAlJY. PASS pointed out he had been placed in touch with ZIBCIER throu^ 
PAUL A. DIT!IMAN for the purpose of procuring the use of the building for their 
chemical business. PASS added that ZIEGLER made little effort to complete- ' 
the building after PASS and BLACK had moved in and to date much finishing 
work remains to be done. . ■ . . 

In addition to the data set forth in referenced Newark report sod ' 
in the details of this report, the following information concerning ZIBGIER 
has been obtained: 

On June 16, 1950, G OTTFR IED 'ZIEGIER was interviewed by Special

ZIBGIER stated that in October 1949 PAUL DITIMAN inquired if ZIBGIER 
knew of a place where JACOB PASS and THOMAS L. BLACK could conduct a chemical 
business. ZIEGIER advised that he was unable to locate such a building due 
to restrictions of a various nature and agreed to construct the building ^idi 
presently located at 177 East Railway Avenue, Fater^n, New Jersey.

Agents wniilAJJ B. WELTE and ROBERT W. HOMES of the Philadelphia Office on 
. June 16, 1950* This search was conducted in the presence of IRA VAN P02NAK, 
owner of the warehouse, by Special Agents THOMAS £• KELLY, JAMES H, HIGDON, JR., 
TROY C0LEf.-!AN, HOLLO V. CL/iRK, JOHN P, DEVLIN, EUGENE C. JOI^ES, PAUL E. KELLI 
and REGINALD C. VINCBfT. 

Seven cartons and three metal chests of material deemed of possible 
, significance in instant case were ranoved from the warehouse and appropriate 
receipt was given to IRA VAN POZNAK, This material was listed and forwarded 
to the Philadelp^iia Office on June 17, 1950 by Rireau automobile. A complete 
listing of articles removed and leads emanating therefrom are being left to 
‘the discretion of the Philadelphia Office. 

Per instructions contained in Philadelphia teletype of Juno 21, 1950,

New Jersey, EEISDZIC said that three or four years ago when BLACK was prepar- 
ing to move to Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, the subject asked him to temporarily 
store ten to tv/elve cardboard cartons of personal belongings at his -home, 
D4IEDZIC stated he explained to 3IACK that he was living at that time with 
his brother-in-law and that he v/ould have to secure his consent, DZIED4IC • • 

thereupon asked his brother-in-law, ’YILLIAU EAWIHUCKA, for permission to allow 
BLACK to store the material temporarily in his garage, DZIEDZIC said that 
ZAWIRUCKA protested against this proposal, finally agreeing on the condition 
that BLACK would remove it as soon as possible.

DZIEBZIC explained that he was at work at the time the material was 
picked up and had no knowledge as to its disposition. BZIEDZIC also stated 
that he did not know the exact contents of these boxes, but he assumed they 
contained various books and chemical equlpnent such as test tubes and retorts. 
He said that he assumed this because of the fact that BLACK stored a great 
amount of miscellaneous material in his apartment in Newark consisting of Items 
similar tc those above and that it was his understanding that this material 
was to be placed in storage as a result of cleaning out his apartment. 

It is to be rioted that IRA VAN POZNAK advised that on July 3, 1950

This search was conducted under waivers 
executed by JACOB I. PASS before Special Agents FRANCIS ZANQLE and EDWIN R. 
TULLY and by THOlUS L. BLACK before Special Agents ROBERT W. HODIES and 
WILLLiM B* WELTE of the Philadelphia Office. The search was conducted between 
the hours of 9*15 a.m. and 1*15 p.in. . ■ . . ■ 

It should be noted that a great deal of the material on the premises 
was the property of PAUL A. DITTliAN, 63 Main Street, Garfield, New Jersey, 
which included personal correspondence and chemical formulae. The bulk of 
the records noted pertained to the normal business operations of the SPRUCE 
CHHdCAL CO”' There were also numerous magazines, books and pamphlets

During an examination of the correspondence file of the SPRUCE 
CHEMICAL COKFAKY, considerable correspondence between BLACK and Cfine BERNIEj 
PIDTO, 783 Troy Avenue, Brooklyn, New, York, concerning miscellaneous matte'rs 
of no apparent significance was noted* PASS explained that PIDTO is a 
chemist friend of BLACK and HARRY GOLD. 

Also noted was considerable correspondence between BLACK and PE RCY H» 
HELIE, 53 Holden Street, Worcester 5# Massachusetts. This correspondence' 
revealed discussions beWeen BLACK and HELIE in connection with efforts to' 
have HELIE Join forces with BLACK and PASS in the SPRUCE CHEMICAL COMPANY. 

It was apparent from a review of the correspondence BLACK was making consider- 
able effort to procure HELIE and his sales experience to be used by the 
SPRUCE CHELtICAL COMPANY. At the same time HELIE expressed fear that his - 
acceptance of the Job while still employed by the Berg laboratories, Philadel- 
phia, Porjisylvania, might result in legal ccmplications. 

The above facts were reiterated by PASS, who stated during the 
search that it was necessary CHARLES 'BERG not learn of these pending business 
dealings involving HELIE and the SPRUCE CHQilCAL COMPANY lost he cause acne ■ 
trouble for HELIE. •• . 

During the search at the SPRUCE CHBIICAL CO)iPANY, there were removed 
from the premises two reels of 35 m.m* photo record film. Subsequent examina- 
tion of this film disclosed them to be published technical film 8trii>3 dealing 
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with wool alcohol and lanolin entitled '•The Role of Wool Alcohols in Enulsion 
Ointment Bases" by MICKAELS, . ' . ■ - . ' . 

Also noted among BLACK' s belongings at the SPRUCE CHEMICAL COMPANI 
was a Contax Camera, It v/as ascertained that this camera bore the number 
F 44047 vdth a F2 Surmar Lens No, NR 1862760, 

■ It is to be noted that on June 21, 1950 JACOB FASS was present at 
the SPRUCE CHEJ.5ICAL COMPANI and advised Special Agents JOIDi R. LIONS and 
PHILIP J, CARROLL that ho had seen PERCIf^ELIE as well as BLACK during the 
previous week end. He stated that HELIE was to set up a selling conpany for 
products of the SPRUCE CHEMICAL COMPANI but that HELIE was "scared" due to 
the fact that BLACK and FASS had told him he might be questioned concerning 
his association with BLACK in tho GOLD case, PASS advised that ho and BLACK . ' 
told HELIE "all about the case," He explained that HELIE is still employed 
by the Berg laboratories and desires to remain at work for Berg v/hile setting 
up a selling agency for the SPRUCE CHEMICAL COMPANI, FASS stated that the 
deal with HELIE has not beon consummated as yet because HELIE desires to

Inasmuch as the Ne'.rark Office is not in a position to evaluate the 
material listed above as noted at tho.

STAPLTH, her husband's brother, RALPH, also stayed. at this rest home 
until his death several years ago,
